accounting. Here we have one man 
who draws all 
warrants, and

were alw ays sure that you 
would have an honest man In this of­ 
fice, but tem ptations like this have 
been the dowui fall of many good men. 
Now 
we want to call attention to 
the financial side of this office. We 
note 
than

com m issioner 
has 
charge of the work now done by the 
City tJerk, City Treasurer, and the 
collectin g of water rents, which Citi­ 
zen claim s will save $480.00 in time. 
We note that the city clerk, under the 
present system , 
draws 
$900.00 
per 
year, and that he is not able to do 
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tional help, and you 
the proposed charter to 
additional work of the 
and make him collector for the wa­ 
ter departm ent. 
The proposed chart­ 
er fixes the pay of this com m issioner 
at $1500 per annum. Now if it is im 
possible for him to do the work of 
the city clerk s office at present, 
will be necessary for him to have at 
least one assistant at a cost of at 
least $900.00 per year, so that the 
cost of this office will be at least $2, 
400.00 per annum , and there will be 
no saving of time in this as claim ed 
by Citizen. 


Now we com e to the m ost import 
ant of the three com m issioners, com ­ 
m issioner of public works and public 
property. The charter recites that the 
duties of this com m issioner shall he 
the duties of the Street Com m ission­ 
er, City Engineer and p an of the du­ 
ties of the water works departm ent 
and provides a salary of $1,500 per 
annum. You claim in your statem ent 
that the present cost of city engineer 
is $1500 per annum and the street 
com m ission at $600 per annum. Did 
>ou not know that the street com ­ 
m issioner in the city is paid for work 
actually done, and is not upon a sal­ 
ary? And under the proposed chart­ 
er it will be im possible for the com ­ 
m issioner of this departm ent to b+* 
actually engaged in the construction 
of street work and looking after the 
department of the 
engineer's 
office 
and at the sam e time be in the water 
works departm ent superintending 
there. 


I note also that 
“Citizen” 
claim s 
that this com m issioner can secure the 
service of the engineer to do the tech­ 
nical work ot the en g in es department 
for $600 per year. Now any man in­ 
formed upon this subject knows full 
well that a com petent engineer in this 
departm ent will cost at least $1500 
per year, and that it will be neces­ 
sary to have a com petent engineer in 
this departm ent at all tim es. The city 
of Ada should not be imposed upon 
any more by the em ploym ent of in- 
( om pc rent or am ateur engineers. As 
the com m issioner of this departm ent 
does not expect, and will not go up­ 
on the public streets of this ciiy and 
devote his tim e holding plows and 
sci apers 
for 
the 
construction 
of 
streets it will be necessary to have 
a foreman in this departm ent, at an 
estim ated salary of $600 per year and 
as it will be necessary for som e one 
to be on duty at the water works of­ 
fice at all tim es throughout the bus­ 
iness hours of the day this will re­ 
wire the service of an additional man 
at the office at a salary of $720 per 
ear.

Prominent among the rocky, mesa­ 
like hills that surround Denver is a 
rugged, gray point, within the out­ 
skirts of the town, known as “91rap- 
son a Rest.” Recently there was erect­ 
ed on this hill a monument commemo­ 
rating the brave fight put up at this 
spot by .John Simpson, one of the ear­ 
liest settlers of Colorado, against a 
war party of Utes and Cheyennes In 
1855. The Indian fighter and his wife 
Are buried on top of the hill. 
The Utes and Cheyennes made the 
foothills and the plains adjoining the 
Rockies their 
hunting 
ground, but 
they rarely gave trouble to settlers 
Consequently, one May 
morning in 
1855, when Simpson’s children, Bob 
and Nora, aged 15 and 13, were mak­ 
ing their way to a small stream near 
their home, they were surprised to see 
a large party of Indians riding toward 
them at a terrific pace, shaking their 
lances and uttering blood-thirsty cries. 
At the same time they heard a cry 
from the direction of the cabin, and 
saw their father running toward them 
with his rifle in his hand. 
Simpson had just returned from an 
expedition. 
He had heard that the 
Cheyennes and Utes had gone on the 
warpath, and he had hastened home 
lust in time to rescue his family. See­ 
ing the trapper, the Indians hesitated, 
for Simpson's fame as a shot 
had 
spread throughout the frontier, and 
the redskins knew that several among 
them would meet death if th»y per­ 
sisted in their attempt to capture the 
children. 
Two burros were packed with provi­ 
sions. a keg of water and all the am­ 
munition the trapper possessed. Driv­ 
ing the burros ahead of 
them 
the 
members of the little family set out 
from the house. Simpson covered the 
Indians with his rifle when thev aie 
proaehed too near, aud the family was 
unmolested. 
The hill which appealed 
to the trapper as a good place for de­ 
fense was accessible only by a single 
narrow, rocky path. up 
which 
one 
must climb today In reaching the sum­ 
mit of “Simpson’s Rest.” 
The sum­ 
mit of the hill is flat. about half an 
acre in extent and surrounded by 
a 
high rocky wall. 
It would be impos- 
j sible to storm such a natural fortress 
| except by over powering the defenders 
at the narrow defile which served as 
an entrance. 
The Indians saw that It was hope­ 
less to attempt to storm the natural 
fortress, so the> surrounded the hill 
and began a siege In the endeavor to 
starve out the defenders. Tile sbge 
has no parallel in the history of the 
west. 
For five weeks th^ plucky pio­ 
neer and his family held their fortress. 
I hey Killed their burro!** when pro­ 
visions ran low. 
Fortunately, there 
had been heavy rains, and depressions 
In the rocks at the top of the hill 
were filled with water, giving an am­ 
ple supply. 
At the end of the fifth 
week. when hope was nearly aban­ 
doned, the Indians suddenly brought in 
their ponies and rode away with shrill 
cries. 
A troop of cavalry from Fort 
Lyon. 150 miles distant, which had 
been sent out to render aid to any set­ 
tlers who might hi*ve escaped the ma­ 
rauding Indians, soon came In view, 
and Simpson and his family were res­ 
cued.
